Are Produced -and Sold in Co- 


shocton Every Year. 


NEW YORK AND PHILADELPHIA 


cad tke List With (tor Ow« Town it Third 


Place—Something About As 


Enormous Business. 


A Philadelphia newspaper has tak- 
m up the question of calendars, and 
gives the public some interesting In- 
ormation, " incidentally paying Co- 
ihocton a compliment. It follows: 


"In January everybody is on the 


ookout for one of those free calen- 
dars with which during this month 
.he mails are crowded. In Philadel- 
phia 12,000,000 calendars are'made an- 
nually for free distribution. In New 
York 25,000,000 are made. Some 40, 
000,000 altogether are manufactured 
and distributed as advertisements 
over the United States every year. 


'There are half a dozen 'firms in 


this country that all fear through 
make nothing but calendars. 
Then 


there are countless Lithographing, 
printing, printing and engraving*firms 
bat carry on calendar making as a 
ideline. Over $10,000,000 worth of 
calendars are given. »w»y annually 
and these range in cost from slO a 
thousand to $500 a thousand. Life in- 
surance companies are the most lav- 
ish distributors and there is "one such 
company that gives out "every year a 
contract for 4,000,000 calendars. A 
maker said yesterday: 


• Xfcave an annual output of 1,500.- 


000 calendars. I sell these to '.the job- 
bers who- in turn sett them to the con- 
sumers—that is, to the butchers, mil 
ers, grocers and so forth, who d's 
tribure them as an advertisement to 
iheir patrons. I make half-tone and 
colored calendars. 
The designs -on 


them are of a pleasing but general na- 
,ure as you see. Here is a picture of 
a snow scene. Here is a modern man 
of war. Here again, is a pretty girl. 
These would serve as calendars for 
the advertisement of any kind ofjbusi- 
ness. 
Underneath ;the pictures aie 


blank spaces for the insertion of 
name and address and puff. 


," 'Such calendars as these, not in 


any sense made to order, are the 
cheapest on the market. They cost 
'rom $10 aj/housand up to about" 875. 
Of a general nature, as I say, they are 
suited to any purchaser. Here, though 
s a calendar that the country news- 
paper vwo»ld tend to buy, because 
ihere is a picture on it of a bright lad 
selling a paper to a girl. .Country 
newspapers are excellent customers 
They give many a 10,000 lot order. 


"'And' here," said the dealer, "is an 


Idea of. my own—the religious half- 
tone calendar, I brought it out last 
year, and it had a good sale in the 
west." 


The calendar was a very religioui 


one. 
.The crucifixion occupied one 


panel, the annunciation another, and 
a host of acgels the third. 


"It's an original idea, the religioui 


half-tone. It has sold very well in 
deed, among t-he undertaking trade, 
said the dealer. 


A maker of calendars to order said 
" 'Insurance companies and brewer 


get the. most expensive calendars 
The industrial comp anies get parti 
ularly, expensive ones. 
They give 


hem away to the people whom they 
nsure on tbe installment plan, at the 
ate, you know, of 10 or 20 cenU a 
week. These people prize tbe calen- 
dars, and make them the chief orna- 
ment of their little parlors. 


''Sew York and Philadelphia are 


the leading calendar towns of the 
country, and 
Cosbocton, O., comes 


nex'CT Coshocton is a town where ad- 
ertisinK novelties are made, a town 
of neat, clean factories that produce 
wooden rulers, memorandum books, 
in signs, banners -and calandars. 
Coshocton turns out 4.000,000 calen- 
dars a year. 


' 'In this business 99 per cent of the 


calendars made are for free distribu- 
tion. The calendars without adver- 
tisements, that are sold in the stores, 
scarcely count. I' suppose that in 
Philadelphia during the Christmas 
holidays some $10,000 were sold 
against millions that were given.away 
as advertisements.* 


" 'There is practically but one kind 


of calendar made, the panel, with tte 
pad of the months set in a prominent 
place on itr. This is the most conven- 
ient calendar, and nothing in 'the way 
of an advertisemfentcquldbeatit. Th* 
owner has before him, from the be- 
ginning to the end of tbe - year, the 
name of the firm who gave him it, 
and daily be finds himself looking at 
this name~._ 
" • 


•' 'The calendar business is always a 


year ahead of the time. I am complet- 
ing my line of samples for 1902, and 


my salesmen will start out "to sell the 
1902 calendars in a week. The busi- 
ness requires plenty of capital and 
plenty of storage room, for, though I 
shall be making calendars all this 
year, I shall have toliold them for de-^ 
livery until December, and payment 
on them will not be due me until 
next year. That is everywhere the 
rule. 


•' 'The business has offered for some 


time a good field to art students. 
These young men and women have 
learned that the lithographers are al- 
ways on the.lookout for good designs 
for calendars, and that they pay good 
prices. Young artists can't always be 
paintingjOn canvas, nor can they al- 
ways be making illustrations, for, 
their work may »e really excellent,the 
painting and illustrating field is over- 
crowded—the supply exceeds the de- 
mand. Some of my best calendars 
for 1902 were made by art students, 
who have found in this work a very 
pleasant way of supporting them: 
selves until the expected time when 
they will be famous as. painters and 
illustrators." 


The distribution of calendars for 


advertising purposes began 30 years 
ago in a small way. Previous to that 
time almanacs had been distributed 
by the great patent 
medicine firms 


The almanac fashion was started in 
America 
by Benjamin 
Franklin, 


whose '-Poor'"Richard's Almanac" 
was not, however,, given away, but 
sold. Some ingenious medicine man 
got the idea from "Poor Richard" 'of 
the great advertisinent a- free almaT 
nac would be to him; he put, his idea 
in execution; others followed 
him, 


and then, by degrees, everybody came 
to giving away calendars instead of 
almanacs. Thus the father, of the 
present huge calendar business was 
in a sense, Benjamin • Franklin, with 
his "Poor Richard Almanac."

INFIRMARY STATISTICS: 


tepwt FHed Wtth the 
Board of Charities.

The board of state :charities ha« 


completed the infirmary statistics*- of 
tbe year for all tbe counties of jthe 
state exclusive of Cuyahoga; Clinton 
and Mabonlng, the infirmary officers 
of which counties have not yet report- 
ed,' t*_%,_^_ 
- 
- '* J% 


, .The 85 counties reporting, including 
trie Cincinnati city infirmary, sho\| 
total number,of inmates for the i>i_ 
£»r at 12,645. Nearly two thirds; of 
tfifs number, or 8,087 are men. During 
the year there was a slight decrease 
of the infirmary population, the 
ber remaining in the infirmaries at 
the close of the fiscal year, September 
1,1900, being 7,533, while tho*i in the 
Infirmaries at the first of the%ttscal 
year was 7,703. The number ;of deaths 
in the infirmaries d Bring the year was 
1,036, 700 men and 336 women. 
More 


than 40 percent of the inmates're- 
maining at the end of the year are 
unable to read or write. There were 
3,356 over the age of 60 years. A num- 
ber of counties reported children re- 
maining in the infirmaries which is 
contrary to law, In alt there were 
150 children thus illegally kept in the 
infirmaries throughout the state. 


The officers of the board of state 


charities call attention to the mourn- 
ful fact that there were iuring the 
year more-than 1.200 insane persons in 
the infirmaries, among these, being 
about 300 epileptics and nearly' 401 
idiots. There has been', however, dur- 
ing tbe past five years a marked de- 
crease in the number of insane,''epi- 
leptic and imbecile inmates of the in 
firmaries. 
• The total current expenses of. the 
infirmaries for tbe year, estimating 
five counties, were C930.899.77, to 
which should be added S64.056.19 paid 
for per diem and expenses of infirm- 
ary directors. The average per capita 
cost was in Boss county, 8173.91, while 
Noble county reported .the least, 
which was only 113.16. 
The low cost 


in Noble and other counties is attrib- 
uted to tbe fact that the institutions 
there have large and profitable farms.

turies. The theory is that the differ-

The recent experiments at Yale have 


completely overthrown this view. They 
show that tho voice tones of spoken 
vowels are seldom of constant pitch. 
Some are constant in pitch, some fluc- 
tuate, while some rise and fall in vari 
ous simple or complicated ways. There 
is a typical tone for the whole dis- 
course which occurs in a majority of 
the vowels, while the others have quite 
different ':<>'',*>-<?, Many of the vowels 
are fairly constant, but many others 
vary. It is indeed just these changes 
and fluctuations in pitch and also in 
intensity that enable the voice, to ex- 
press the character of thought. 


When words are sung, they lose most 


of their character. Speech is capable 
of expressing by its modulations, the 
various emotions and conditions of the 
individual, but the singer has few re- , 
sources at bis command. The month, i 
under the influence of fhe vocal cords, 
superimposes another tone than the 
one sung. The. superimposed tone is 
seldom or. never an overtone of the 
vocal cords. The:old theory, asserted 
that the-mouth acts as a resonator and 
strengthens the overtones of the vocal 
cords.

A 
final vote on the army measure will 
hardly be reached before Friday or 
Saturday.

army bill have been proposed: By Mr. 
Lodge, prohibiting the importation or 
gale of distilled spirits Into the Phil- 
ippine Islands or their dependencies 
except for medical purposes or for use 
in the- arts under, regulations to be 
prescribed by the commissioner of the 
United States; by Mr. Galllnger, pro- 
Tiding that all license for the estab- 
lishment of American saloons in the 
Philippines shall be revoked and that 
hereafter no such license shall be is- 
sued; by Mr. Penrose, providing that 
when a soldier serving in. the Philip- 
pines re-enlists" he shall be paid $300, 
the average coat of sending a new sol- 
dier to the archipelago and bringing a 
discharged man home. Mr. Mousy in- 
troduced an amendment limiting oper- 
ations of the army bill to the time be- 
tween now and July 1 next, and pro- 
viding that after the latter date the 
army shall Jbe restored to its size pre- 
vious to 1898, except the artillery arm,, 
Vhere the Increase is to-be maintained.

In one of Chicago's big manufactur- 


ing plants on; the Northwest Side 
there works a queer genius— astrono- 
mer, geologist, essayist and philoso- 
pher, says the "Chicago Tlmes;Herald. 
On the time book of the shop lie is 
known «H "Sam Fox, machinist, time 
check -No. 35." When he arrives at 
the shop, at 7 o'clock every morning, 
be assumes that role for nine hours of 
daylight, but in the long -hours of dark- 
uess, far into the morning, this .man 
studies, studies, studies. Earnestness 
IB the keynote of all he does, whether It 
be a simple problem in mechanics or 
a complex astronomical .proposition. 


The subject of astronomy offers a, 


field .unlimited for such theories, and 
this "learned machinist" has long been 
a close student of solar mysteries, or, 
as he. calls, them, the "hieroglyphics 
of -the heavens." He has closely fol- 
lowed the researches of the celebrated 
French astronomer, Flammarion, and 
the* publication a few days ago. of the 
latter'* scheme- for communicating 
with the planet Mars has aroused his 
enthnaiasm. He gladly consented to 
elucidate his "idea of Flammarion's 
idea," as he aptly put it. 
, . 


"It IB- a theory accepted among sci- 


entists," began Fox, "that it JIars is 
inhabited the people must be a very 
intelligent race, -as the planet is much 
.older 'than1 the -earth. They are as i in- 
telligent -as the- inhabitants" of the 
earth;' undoubtedly -more so. It there- 
fore .follows ' a» as natural conclusion 
that there are students of astronomy 
on Mars as well as here, and it also 
follows 'that, as their planet is in the 
same solar system as ours, they ob- 
serve the same planets, suns and con- 
stellations that we do. This is the 
basis of Flammarion's scheme.- 


"The appearance of the earth to the 


Martians is somewhat similar to the 
-appearance of -the moon to us. The 
earth shines with a reflected light-only. 
A very; .powerful ' Illumination on the 
earth's surface would at night be no 
ticeable to the - inhabitants of other 
planets, particularly. If the illumina- 
tion _were in powerful parallel rays 
and was directed toward any particu- 
lar planet. Taking the two theories, 
first, that the Martians observe the 
same constellations and planets that 
we do and of course the earth also 
and that a light can be projected to- 
ward Mars,., we come to a fuller reall 
zation .of Flammarion's plan— that is, 
to produce, by artificial means, a solar 
constellation by means of powerful 
searchlights properly placed on -the 
surface of the, .earth with their rays 
.directed toward Mars. 
You see the 


idea? 
:The next step is to select the 


constellation '-.to' be reproduced. Flam- 
.marion has chosen that of Ursa Major, 
the. Great Bear, or, as It Is commonly 
called, the 'Big Dipper.' Why he chose 
that I do not know, but it looks as if 
-he had been directed by some unseen 
baud. The -fact that the Great Bear 
.is one of the largest constellations 
makes it likely that a reproduction, of 
it,. would /attract the attention of the 
Martian astronomers and cause them 
to examine into the matter further. 


"The. next : step was the selection of 


the - points, of which there must be 
seven, as there are seven stars in the 
Great Bear. Here again ~is seen the 
guiding hand of Providence. In Eu- 
rope there, are seven large cities, cen- 
ters- of population, which are in the 
same relutive position as the stars .In 
the constellation of Ursa Major. These 
cities are -Bordeaux, Marseilles anc 
Paris in France, Strassburg in Ger- 
many, Amsterdam in Holland, Copen- 
hagen in., Denmark and Stockholm in 
Sweden. 
Flatnmarlon proposes that 


in each of these cities there shall be. 
erected a powerful electric searchlight, 
supplied with a powerful dynamo and' 
mounted in the same manner : as a 
large telescope, that it might follow 
the planet ns the earth revolves. The 
lenses . of the searchlights would be 
made so that the light would be thrown 
in parallel .rays, and these seven im- 
mense searchlights would be connected 
so that they, could be operated from a 
central station, probably Paris, and 
could 
be 
lighted 
or 
extinguished 


simultaneously. 
..... '.'Now, in order to "give a better illus- 
tration of this I have taken this ter- 
restrial globe, and on the dots repre- 
senting these seven cities I have placed 
pins. You will notice that they form 
the Big Dipper. To get an idea of the 
appearance that .these lights would 
•present to the Martian : astronomers 
paste a sheet of paper, over the front of 
(t small 'lK)x, first puncturing the paper 
, seven: pir»hole»-. to form the Big

Spreuc Yellow Fever. 


Havana, Jan. 10.—An 
American 


commission under the superintendence 
of Dr. Reed, which has been making 
examinations at Quemados as to the 
propagation of yellow fever germs by 
the mosquito, has obtained extremely 
satisfactory results. Dr. Reed says 
that the experiments prove beyond a 
doubt that there is no contag.on from 
an infected person or from infected 
clothing, but that the mosquitos alone 
are responsible for the spread of the 
disease.

DOWN WITH A PARACHUTE. 


A. Clrcmm BallooM 3fa» S*y» If* Qea- 
tle and Xot Huardou*. 


"Coming do\vn from the clouds in & 


parachute is like a dream," said a cir- 
cus balloon artist. "Ever dream of 
falling from a high place? Yon come 
down, alight quietly and awake, and 
you're not hurt. Well, thaf s the para- 
chute drop over again. No; there la no 
danger. A parachute can be guided 
readily on the dowt trip, but you can't 
Iteer a balloon. To guide a parachute 
out of harm's way n practiced band 
can tilt it one way or the other, spill 
out air and thus work it to where yon 
want to land or to avoid -water, trees, 
chimneys or church spires. Circus as- 
censions are generally made In the 
evening. When the sun gpes down, the 
wind goes down. 
The balloon then 


shoots into the air, and the parachute 
drops back on the circus lot or not far 
away. A balloon is made of 4 per cent 
mnsiin and -weighs about 500 pounds. 
A parachute is made of 8 cent muslin. 


"Thcie is much more danger is com- 


ing down in a balloon. When it strikes 
the earth, it's like a big ball and 
bounds up again, taking you with It 
Not long ago In McKeesport, Pa., I 
came down iu a balloon because the 
parachute would not let "go I nearly 
came down ID a big stack of a blast 
furnace,-but the hot air drove the bal- 
loon away. After that I never intrust- 
ed the parachute arrangement to any 
one, but attended to It myself. 


"The rope that secures the parachute 


is cut with a knife. 
The aeronaut 


drops fully 100 feet before the para- 
chute begins to fill. It must fill If 
you're up high enough. There are sev- 
eral hundred parachute men in the 
business, and the accidents are less In 
ratio than railroad casualties. A man 
can't shake out a parachute If it don't 
open. A man In the air is simply pow- 
erless. Invariably the fall is head first. 
When the parachute begins to fill, the 
descent is less rapid, and finally when 
the parachute has gradually filled it 
bulges out with a pop. Then the aero- 
naut climbs on to his trapeze and 
guides the parachute to a safe landing. 
In seven cases out of ten you can land 
back on the lot where you started from. 
The first performers must have had 
nerve to make the drop. Now It In a 
regular business, not considered haz- 
ardous at all. The hardest work Is to 
bring back the* balloon with a wagon. 
Sometimes it tears In tne trees or 
wherever It may land when not In th« 
open."—New York Sun.
